Logic Of Our Own - 
' Language 

Discussing ';a Case AgaUist Meta- 
physics," J. ,R. McCabe of the Faculty 
of Arts, last night told t helghllosd^l 
cal Society that "MetaplijSw'S'fS^ 
systematic misuse of a terminology 
founded for this very, purpose of. mis- 
use." A siiiv*^, of contemporary phil- 
osophy was chosen as a preliminary to 
thé' main' theme of the address and 
this led to a definition of metaphysics 
which was called "That branch of 
phUosophy which deals with univer- 
sal problems which are ultimate and 
often non-lsolable."', 

McCabe - then proceeded to state 
various metaphysical questions sucli 
as "Is therei a common stuff but of 
which all facts are madeû^orlijls- the 



sensation which I call blué!reî5ly thé 
same as that which my neighbor calls 
blue?" Questions of this calibre, he 
said, were interesting the metaphysi- 
cians today. 

Four Divisions 

The critique, the main theme of the 
paper, was divided into four parts. 
First, the operational criterion;- sec- 
■ond, the Inti-ospectlve attack; third, 
the symbolic attack; and, fourth, the 
logical approach of Ludwlg Wittgén- 
steln. The speaker elaborated on 
these, points fûid discussed them fully. 

In conclusion McCabe stated that 
most of the propositions and questions 
that have been written about, philo- 
sophical .mabtera^il^tj^als^ but 
senseless, to t^fe'fawJ'tnaP'we^o not 
undérstand the logic of bm* language. 
"Whereof one can not speak," he ad- 
mitted, translating a Oermau phrase, 
"must one be .sllenM

The Imperial Theatre will be again 
the scene of the Montreal Orchestra's 
Smiday afternoon concert. This will 
be the second of the last appearance 
of the orçhestra this season, and a 
program of numbras have been chosen 
that will appeal to the largest chcle of 
admhrers of the art of music.
